1 . Short title and commencement : (I) This order may be called the Kandla Port Pilotage (Fees) Order 

1992. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Fees for Pilotages : —Fees for pilotage in the Port of Kandla shall be as specified in the following 
schednle :

NOTE :~ 

(1) The pilotage fees of a vessel shall be assessed of her total GRT (Gross Registered Tonnage) at the 
rate shown against only one of the above vessel groups according to GRT of that vessel. 

(2) A rebate of 30% in the above rates shall be granted in respect of coastal vessels.

(3) Pilotage fees include services of a pilot for inward and outward pilotage, shifting operations, i 
any within the harbour limits and the attendance of the tug for the same and services of mooring 
launch. For this purpose shifting within the harbour limits at Kamila would mean shifting within] 
Kandla Creek upto entrance channel (Kandla bar). Shifting at any vessel beyond entrance channe 
or vice versa shall be treated as additional pilotage act for whioh charges equal to 50% of pilotage 
fees proscribed above shall be levied for each such act of shifting beyond the entrance channel o r 
vice versa. 

3. SUBMISSION OF PILOTAGF. REQUISITION 

(i) When the services of a pilot are requisitioned for inward pilotage or outward pilotage or for shifting of 
a mechanically propelled vessel, a notice of not less than 12 hours before the time the pilot is required to 
board the vessel shall be given. Requistion submitted with less than the above prescribed notice period, may 
however, be accepted by the Harbour Master, subject to availability of pilots and subject to other exigencies, 
at the discretion of the Harbour Master. 

(ii) Where the Harbour Master is satisfied that the pilot cannot be posted at the time and on the mentio¬ 
ned in the requisition, due to non-availability of berth for the incoming ships or due to tide timings and the 
like, the time and date for boarding the vessel by the pilot shall be fixed by the Harbour Master. 

(iii) No requisition will, however, be required if a pilot is required to shift/attend a vessel in an enter, 
gcncy beyond the control of a master of the vessel, such as fire on board, dragging of anchor, and the like. 

4. CANCELLATION OF PILOTAGE REQUISITION AND NON UTILISATION OF PILOTS 

(i) When the services of a pilot are requisitioned for the Inward pilotage of a mechanically propelled 
vessel and if such requisition is cancelled by giving notice of less than three hours before the craft leaves 
a cancellation fee of Rs. 3600/- US $ 171 .36 shall be levied. Similarly, when the services of a pilot are requi¬ 
sitioned for the outward pilotage of a mechanically propelled vessels and if such requisition is cancelled by 
giving notice of less than 3 hours before the time fixed for the pilot to board the vessels along side the berth/ 
jetty, or before the craft leaves for the pilot to board the vessel at mooring or in stream, a cancellation fee 
of Rs. 3600/US $ 171.36 shall be levied. 

(ii) Where a pilot goes to the pilot station to pilot an incoming vessel in accordance with the requisi¬ 
tion and if the pilot has to return due to non-arrival or late arrival of the vessel for reasons beyond the contro 
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of the Master of the vessel or on recount of any shipping casuality. grounding or fire on board the vessel, 
a fee of Rs. 6CC0/US § 285.60 shall be levied. Similarly, where a pilot boards an outgoing vessel in accor¬ 
dance with the requisition and if the vessel is unable to sail due to stresses of weather or fouling of anchor 
chain or other circumstances beyond the control of the master, a fee of Rs. 6000/US $ 285.60 shall be levied. 

(iii) Where a pilot goes to pilot station to pilot an incoming vessel in accordance with the requisition, 
and if the pilot has of returned owing to reasons other than those mentioned above, a fee Rs. 12000/US t 
571,20 shall be levied. Similarly, where a Pilot boards on outgoing vessel in accordance with the requisition 
or where the pilot leaves in the craft for the vessel in mooring or stream, which is to be piloted and if the 
vessel is unable to sail after unberthing of the vessel, or if the pilot has to return due to subsequent cancel¬ 
lation of requisition, or due to any reasons other than those mentioned above, a fee of Rs. 8400/US 8 399.84 
shall be levied. 

(iv) Fees amounting to Rs. 6000/US $ 285.60 shall bo levied for services rendered by a pilot to a vessel 
at Outer Tuna Buoy/Pilot Station. 

(v) When a pilot is required to attend a ship at the request of the Master or the Agent or at the discre¬ 
tion of the Harbour Master for work other than piloting the ship in or out of the harbour or other than 
berthing or unberthing or shifting of the vessel, an attendance fee of Rs. 600/US $ 28.56 per hour or part 
thereof shall be levied. 

5. PEPS FOR DETENTION OF PILOT ON BOARD THE VESSEL AND FOR DETENTION OF TUG 

Detention fees of Rs. 960/US 8 45.70 for pilot and dentention fees of Rs. 2040/US 8 97.10 for Tug 
pet hour or part thereof shall be charged, if the pilot is detained on Board tho vessel to be piloted in or out 
or shifted for more than half an hour owing to any reasons except for reasons of stress of weather, desertion 
of crew or such other reasons beyond the control of the Master. 

6. EXEMPTION FROM LEVY OF PILOTAGE FEES 

(i) Pilotage will not be compulsory in case of vessels of 300 GRT and under. Such vessels may, however, 
ask for pilot if they so desire on payment of fees as specified in the Schedule of pilotage fees. 

(ii) Pilotage will not be compulsory for the vessels licenced under the Kandla Harbour Craft Rules, 1955 
except at the time of initial entry and final departure outward. 

(iii) All vessels except those in note (i) above, entering or leaving the port without pilot will in addition 
to all penalties provided under the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 1908) be liable to payment of pilotage fees 
as specified in the schedule. 

(iv) The rates specified in this part are pilotage fees from and upto 3.22 kilometres (Two miles) sea¬ 
ward of the pilot station (Outer Tuna Buoy). 

If however, a pilot is required to proceed more than 3.22 kilometres (two miles) seaward form the 
pilot station (Outer Tuna Buoy) to pilot a vessel, pilotage, fees at double the rates as specified in this part 
shall be levied. Boarding of pilots shall be restricted to maximum of 9.66 kilometres (6 miles) seaward form 
pilot station (Outer Tuna Buoy). 

(v) The following fees for measuring and surveying vessels shall be levied :—

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7. When the pilot is required to attend the vessels which are grounding, drifting, etc. attendance fees of 
Rs. 600/US 3 28.56 per hour or part thereof shall be levied. For the services of tug requisitioned to attend/ 
tow such vessels, or other vessels for any other reasons, the tug hire charges at the rate prescribed in the 
‘Schedule of charges for hire of port floating craft/floating dry dock’ in the scale of rates shall be leviable. 

Foot Note : The aggregate amount of bill shall be rounded off to the nearest rupees ten. 

EXPLANATION : 

The charges prescribed in term of US Dollars would be collected in equivalent Indian Rupees from 
foreign as well as Indian Shipping lines/agents, at the rates notified by RBI on the date of arrival of the vessel. 
However charges for coastal shipping will be collected in terras of Indian Rupees as prescribed.
